DCUSLESPEED AND FIDELTTY by Jac«x Miller 

‘In the June issue of Hello again an opinion was expressed that doub- 
lespeeding raised the normal running frequency of between 4000 cysles 
and 20,000 cycles to 8000 anc 40,000 cycles...This.is true, except that 
the frequency response of these old radio shows never aporoached 20,000 
cycles. The freq. capabilities of the Telephone line between the studio 
and transmitter drooped off rapidly above 8000 cycles end the low fre- 
quencies were down around 100 cycles. So the original program on the 
air had no better freguency response than this...Eiven with programs 
that were syndicated on discs, there was no better response, generally, 
The cutting stylus was damoened or equalized so that it would not re- 
spond to very high frequency signals which it could not reproduce on, 
to the transcriotion without extreme digstortion...It was not until the 
late 1940's and 50's that the term Hi-Fi truly came into being as the 
LP record wag developed to reproduce frequencies up to 15,000. Still the 
Telephone Comp. could not provide a ohóne line for network shows from 
radio stations that could equal this. So, for the most part the mater- 
jal that we are cencéerned with in cur hobby is between 100 and 8000 
cycles at best, Doublespeeding brings it up to 200 and 16,000 cycles 
and most modern recorders can reproduce this range,.....-

some alwayp doublespeed and/or doubletrack. If the person you are trad-

For my first monthly TAPE TIPS column I have chosen one of the 
biggest problems for tape traders. I am referring to cross-talk. A 
lot of different ideas are in people's minds as to the reasons for 
cross-talk, and I am sorry to sey that most of them ere wrons.- 

The bigsest reason for cross-talk is leakage within the wiring 
of one or both tape units. the misalignment. of the heads is not the 
culprit half as often as people think, if ever. 

The -leakage problem that I refer to is just that, leakage of 
sound from one channel (track) to the other channel (Geack), Some- 
times this leakage occurs in the pre-amplifiers of one unit or the 
other and sometimes both. 4 good way to test to see whether the 
leakage problem occurs in either the wiring or pre-amplifiers is to 
take a tape which has material recorged on only one track in the for- 
ward direction, put it on your machine and take a single jumper-cable 
and connect the output of only one channel of the tape unit to-your 
auplifier and see whether you have sound: and if so, if that sound is 
at a reasonably normal level or at a very low level or no sound at 
all, Then take the tape unit end of the jumper-cable anc switch out- 
puts of the tape unit and again check yaur amplifier to see whether 
you have sound at a reasonably normal level, low level, or absolutely 
no sound at all. 

In the preceding test you should get either normal sound or 
absolutely no sound: if you get a slight sound, this means that there 
is some Leakage somewhere in the output of the play-back unit. 

Head misalignment is not the trouble due to the fact that there 
is a guard band (space) between the tracks. Also between each of the 
two (2) forward tracks not only is there a guard band, but there is 
one of the reverse channel tracks. The other reverse channel track 
is lying on the other side of the last of the forward channel tracis. 

Now that I have explained this to you, I think you can see for 
yourself that if head misalignment were the trouble on a tape having 
material on all four (4) Ebadi. you would have some backwards sound 
coming out of the unit, not sound from the other forward track. 

If your recorder passed the output cross-talk check with flying 
colors and you suspect that you may have cross-talk while recording, 
the test for this is a little more Decne beabed buy not much, 

Simply take a tape that has been recorded on.both channels in a 
forward direction, making sure that this tape has no cross-talk, and 
feed it into the suspected recorder, Take a virgin tape and transfer 
the material from the first tape to the second, If the newly record- 
ed tape does not have cross-talk, vou are home free and clear and you 
know that all your equipment if A-OK. If your newly recorded tape 
does have cross-talk and you have already checked - the play-back deck 
for cross-talk and found it to be OK; then you know that the trouble 
is in the unit that you use for recording. : 

Iam afraid that I camot help you in-so-far as to what to do if 
you find that you have cross-talk, as the reasons will vary.from mach- 
ine to machine, but I believe or at least hope that the preceding 
will have been of help to you. From here you must go to a service. 
shop if you have cross-talk. : À = 

That's all for this month: next month I am going to talk about 
noise reduction when taping. eat 


TAP ES TAAR E TA E 


As many of you may recall, about a year ago I started to write a 
series of articles pertaining to the many brands of recording tape. 

I tried to give a brief analysis not only of the quality of tape that 
one could expect to find from the various brands, but also whether 
they made just reel to reel, cassette, or 8=track,. 

Unfortunately, for several reasons, I never completed the artie. 
cle and since that time not only have I had many requests to finish 
it: but I.have also had requests for copies of the first several 
parts which I did write. 

Unfortunately, there are no more copies available and this cone 
bined with the fact that there are now more brands available than bo- 
fore, has lead.me to decide to rewrite the article at this time, As 

before, I shall list each brand that I have any knowledge of in al- 
phabetical order, Although I shall list the types of tape each con- 
pany makes, I am primarily going to talk about their’ reel to reel 
tapes as there are virtually no traders that use 8-track and very few 
that use cassette tapes. 


ALPEX 


This is one of the oldest tape manufacturers in the country. 

The company makes all three (3) types of tape (reel to reel, cassette, 
and 8-track). 

_ They maintain strict quality control and any tape. that does not 
pass their Most strictest tests, but yet is still above a certain 
degree of quality is still sold with the APEX nane, but at a lower 
price, All together, I think that there are four (4) different 
qualities of tape with four different prices, 

Their 300 series is the lowest quality series eae the APEX 
mone. Any tape not conning up to the mininunm is sold under the nane 
of ENERALD (about which I will have more to say later). 

AMPEX is one of the few companies that rakes tape in every con- 
‘ceivable type (acetate, polyester, low-noise, hi-output, low print). 
They also make reel sizes ranging from three inches to fourteen inch- 
es. They make several size cassette tapes and several quality cass~ 
ettes in the same manner as their reel.to reel tape, And finally, 
they nake several lengths of 8-track blanks.) | 

Their prices are good, end discounts can be found although it 
is not sold in a great many outlets. I would not hesitate to recon- 

-mend this brand to anyone, . 


AUDIO MAGNETICS 


This company has been selling tape for several years now and 
has three (3) lines. 

Their PVC tape is extrenely low in price and is of very poor 
quality. Their polyester tape costs a few cents more than the PVC. 
and quality-wise is a shade better. Their QHF series is their high- 
est price and is of fair quality. 

The biggest problem of this company is a combination of extre- 
mely poor quality control and poor customer relations, If their 
attitude on a national level is anything like it is locally, it is a 
pretty darn sad way to manage a company. 

; I donot recommend then to, ANTONE unless low Tere is pens only 
: concern. ; ore 
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AUDIO- TAPE 


AUDIO-TAPE is made by Audio Devices and is one of the older 
Anerican tape manufacturers., 

As with AMPEX, they have several lines quality-wise (and need- 
less to say price-wise). They also rake just about every possible 
size and configuration, : 

They nake two (2) lines (regular and low-noise) of cassette tape 
and also 8-track blanks, Their tapel is excellent, fairly priced, 
rarely discounted and hard to find, I find this part hard to under- 
stand as it is excellent tape and I personally recornend Iie 


This brand which is perhaps best know by its beautiful, plas- 
tic case is to the best of ny knowledge the oldest manufacturer of 
tagnetic tape in the world, The tape is made in Germany and is of 
extrenely high quality. ; 

Their line is fairly linited, but they do nake a conbination 
low-noise, hi-outout tape, in addition to their regular line. ‘they 
also rake cassette tape in both regular and low-noise types and 8- 
track blanks, 

Their tape is fairly priced, not too widely distributed, and 
interestingly enough, discounts are available evon though it is not 
widely distributed. I highly recommend this tape also. 


BELL AND HOWELL 


BELL AND HOWELL is a new comer to the tape business and at the 
sane time not so new. ii reason for saying this is that when this 
company decided to enter the tape business, they purchased a tape 
nanufacturer on the West Coast. 

Their quality was only fair and the price hig h for the quality. 
4 few months. ago they were BLS ores by AUDIO MAGNETICS, 

In talking to one of the area*s leading Hi-Fi shops, I learned 
that apparently other than the difference in the nane that may appear 
on the package, DELL AND HOWELL is the same in quality and a little 
higher in price compared to AUDIO MAGNETICS, ig advise is: DON’T 
BOTHER? 


CAPITOL 


CAPITOL tape is manufactured by Audio Devices, Inc., which is a 
division of Capitol Industries, How's that for confusion? 

Their line of reel. to reel tape is limited to only the 5 and 7 
inch sizes and all the tape is polvyester. 

Its quality is good and it comes in a very See “Mod 
Design“ box, One thing which I like about the box is that when you 
remove the plastic wrapping, the nane and all ees material 
also cone off. Unfortunately so does the footage notation, so un- 
less one always uses the same footage you rust be careful to note 
the footage on the poz, 

Apparently CAPITOL buys their caréboard boxes from two (2) 
different sources as sometines the boz is a bwo (2) piece one and 
‘sometimes it is a one piece, hinged box 
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A few people have ‘Gaeplained. Bae we thet the reels of CAPITOL 
tape sometimes run a little..shorter than those of other manufacturers. 
The reason for’ this is that- some of. the CAPITOL tape is actually 
AUDIO- TAPE which upon quality. control inspection has been found to 
be just a shade shorter than: the: desired length, When this happens, 
the tape- is packaged and sold. under: the CAPITOL name, This is not 
Gone, however, if the length. of- the: playing time of the reel will 
wind up being shorter than 60, 90, 120, or‘180 minutes (as many of 
you-know, a true 1200 foot reel actually plays sone 6l or 65 min. 3 
the 1800 foot reel about 96 to 98 mins). 

The quelity of the CAPITOL tape is generally quite good ` and I, 
myself, use a great deal of it. 

They also nake CAPITOL in cassettes and g-track blanks. Even 
though their tape prices are quite low, discounts can be found. 

This is a hard brand of tape to find and those of us who sell it are 
constantly running out of stock and the factory cannot always fill 
our orders fast enough, for the purpose of. dubbing and trading old 
‘radio programs, I consider ae to be the ideal tape to use. 


CERTRON 


This” convany specializes in private teeing: 

“They make a great deal of cassette tape and, frankly, I am not 
even sure if they make either reel to reel or 8- track blanks. 

ee cassette tape is only fair in quality and it’s Priced low. 


CENEL MASTER 


i Tis a E based company , to the pest of ny knowledge, only 
rakes low quality, medium priced cassette tape. 
To the best of ny knowledge it does not even nake recl to reel 
-or 8=track’ blanks. 
; Most CHANNEL MASTER distributors. carry the tape but very few 
CHANNEL, ‘UASTER dealers bother” to stock. its 


coN CONCERT 


Unless there has been some radical a E in- the quality 
of -CONCERT tape within the past 6 or 8 months, I personally consider 
it to; be: the -scun ‘of the industry. 

Ihave iton very good source, that. any tape bearing the CONCERT 
name is tape that has been rejected by other manufacturers as not 
being of suitable quality to. bear their nane, In fact, I have been. 
told by people in the IRISE organization that SHAMROCK (please see 
ny comments on this tape) sells its reject tape to Radio Shack 
which then, of course, is branded as CONCERT tape. . 

Some of the CONCERT tape is nade by AUDIO. LAG NETICS and sone is 
supplied: -by a snall firm located just outside of Washington; D.C., 
which buys tape from anywhere it can get it, splits it down to the = 
inch width of audio’tape and sells it to Radio Shack.” 

-These are three (3) of the sources of CONCERT tape and I would 
not give’ you.a plug-nickel for any of them. The thir source which 
I just mentioned tried to sell tape to me a while back at unbeliev= 
ably. low pricen anA _they were even’ willing | to personalize my name or 
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name of ny choice on the “hoxes*at' no additional cost. The quality 
of the samples that they sent rie were incredibly poor. 

CONCERT tape can‘be-obtaitied very cheaply at any Radio Shack 
store, but I don’t advise its use, even if the price is your sole 
‘gonsideration. It can soretines be too wide, too narrow, have jaggea 
edges, be too-long, too-short, be so rough that it scratches the 
heads on your machine so badly that you can hear it as it passes over 
then, it sometimes has so much of an oxide coating on it that one 
must clean his machine heads after every passage of the tape. The 
oxide coating is sometimes too thinz.I have seen reels of CONCERT 
tape where there were longs stretches with no oxide coating, I have 
also seen reels of CONCERT where the coating appears to be pork 
narked because the coatings is so un-uniform that spots are left 
(this causes drop-out). 

ly advise is, STAY AWAY? 23 


This West Coast company does not actually manufacture the tape 
that it sells, what it does is to buy tape that has been used once 
by large recording studios and recondition it. 

According to DAK, these large recording studios will not use 
the same reel of tape more than once. What DAK does is to buy tape 
on 104 and 14 inch reels from these studios: they then demagnatize 
and degause it, they clean it and rewind it onto 5 and 7 inch reels 
and sell it under the DAK nane, 

Much of the tape is originally either ANMPEX or SCOTCH, although 
some of it is made by other companies. When you order DAK tape, if 
you just G@pecify DAK you will get tape which is other than either 
AMPEX or SCOTCH, You must specify AMPEX or SCOTCH to get it and it 
costs a little nore. 

Apparently DAK feels the AMPEX and SCOTCH are as good as one 
another as they do not differentiate between them in their catalogue. 

In-so-far=- as I know, there are only two places where one can 
obtain DAK tape. One is direct from the factory and the other is 
from me. I have not had enough experience with this tape personally 
to be able to comment on its quality although it sounds like it 
would be good and I have heard from a few people that have used it 
and they say that it is good. I have also heard, however, from 
these same people that the delivery time from DAK is very erratic. 
This information is being written on June 7, and I have just placed 
ny first order with DAK, I shall attempt to stock it in depth 
(depending on how many epople order it, that is), and orders coming 
to me will normally be shipped within 72 hours. 


EMERALD 


EMERALD tape is a division of AMPEX or so the people in IRISH 
tape tell me and I know that IRISH is now owned by AMPEX, The local 
AMPEX representative disclaims EMERALD. Figure that one outs 

EMERALD tape is one of the two reject brands of the AMPEX com- 
pany. It is only available on 5 and 7 inch reels and only comes, to 
the best of my knowledge, in 1200, 1800, and 2400 foot lengths of 
polyester tape, It may be reject audio tape, reject computor tape, 
reject instramentation tape, or reject video tape. dIt is sometimes 
a little long, a little short (even shorter than the CAPITOL imposed 
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60, 90, or 120 minute minimum length). I doubt if it will hurt your 


machine, but seeing as it costs only e few cents less than CAPITOL 
and is extremely hard to find, WHY BOTHER? 


HIGHLANDER 


This brand is actually made by SCOTCH and to the best of my know- 
ledge comes only in cassette form, 

It is a low priced tape and I believe it. to be reject SCOTCH 
cassette tape, but I am not positive, It is hard to find and that-is 
about all I can tell you other than it is relatively inexpensive. 


HITACHI 


This very recently formed Japanese tape manufacturer is a spin- 
off of an earlier company known as HITACHI MAXELL. ; 

Tt makes a limited line of both reel to reel and cassette tapes. 
From what I have been able to learn, it is quite good quality-wise, 
but its price is high and it is hard to finc.. 


IRISH 


It may come as a surprise to some people, but if my information 
is correct, this company is the second oldest tape manufacturer in 
the United States. 

It has three (3) lines of reel to reel tape and they range from 
good to excellent in quality. Through the use of a specially patent- 
ed process which they call their Ferrosheen Process, their tape is so 
highly polished during its manufacture that there is virtually no 
oxide rub-off or at least none that is visable, 

This. company males tape in every conceivable reel size ranging 
from 3 inches up to 14 inches, Their cassette tape is available in 
four(4) qualities. As of this writing they do not manufacture 8- 
track blanks, 

A number of years ago they were purchased by the AMPEX company, 
although they operate as a separate autonomous division, IRISH tape 
is the distributor end one of the sources of supply for SHAMROCK 
(which I will have nore to say leter‘about). 

They make just about every conceivable type of tape ranging th- 
rough acetate, polyester, low-noise, hi-output, low print, ete; in 
fact their wholesale price list is three pages long just for reel to 
reel tapes. . 

Their prices are quite reasonable even though this tape is fair- 
ly- difficult to find. I highly recommend this brand, especially for 
the sake of the heads on your tape machine, 


“MALLORY 


This company which is perhaps best known es & battery manufact- 
-urer, recently started to male cassette tapes about which I, unfort- 
unately, know little except that they have four(4) different lines. 
No one in this area carries them, end I have not been able to 
find any supply house in the Northeast that coes. To the best of my 
knowledge they do not manufacture either reel to reel or 8-tracks. 


MAXELL 


se) 


This Japanese based company is a epin-off of the older company 
known as EITACHI#AXELL, 
To the best of my knowledge they only manufacture a few sizes 
of high quality reel to reel tape, no 8-track blanks, and two (2) 
lines of cassette tapes one-of which is supposed to be average; wnat- 
ever that means. yet ks ; 
The high quality line which is known as their UD line is reputed 
by many to be the finest line of cassette tapes available today. 
EH -Their prices are reasonable, but their distribution is extremely 
imited. 


MEMOREX 


This company which is fairly new to the audio tape field has 
been a manufacturer of quality video tape for several years. 

Up until very recently, their reel to reel tape which, incident- 
ly is just limited to a few sizes, is also reputed to rank as one of 
the very best in the world. I understand,however, that a short while 
ago they lost some of their key personnel and their quality has 
dropped markedly due to poor quality control, 

Although I have never personally checked out their cassette tapes 
I have been told by a number of very knowledzgablepeople in the tape 
business (not all of them salesmen either) that their cassette tapes 
are highly over-rated despite their famous shattering glass IV com- 
mercial. — 

The price is high, distribution is fairly wide spread, and it is 
fair-traded so discounts are very rare and far between, It is sup 
posed to be a great profit item for dealers, 


BCA 


This large American corporation is another one that makes audio 
tape in every conceivable size and type. The quality of the tape is 
good and their prices are quite fair. The only trouble is, just try 
and find it. It is probably the hardest brand of tape to find in the 
country that has national distribution, If you can find a place that 
sells it and at a price ‘that you think is reasonable, I would not be 
atraid: bo..puy Lt 


SCOTCH 


This American based company was the first manufacturer of sound 
recording tape in the country: and in fact, to the best of my know- 
ledge, the second in the world (BASF being first). 

They make tape in every conceivable size reel, length and also 
type. In fact, their wholesale price list is about 6 pages long, 
that is if you are able to put it all together. 

They sell different types of tape through different distributors 
and unless one is lucky enough to get a hold of the company salesmen 
(as I once did to see their entire catalogue, one cannot really app- 
reciate how many different types of tape ther make), it is probably 

he easiest brand of tape to find in the country and it is a good 
tape, although some tape traders don’t seom to like their 150-1800 
variety, which many other tape traders use. 

The price of this brand is reasonable and discounts are easily 
obtainable, I wouldn’t hesitate to recommend this brand especially 
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to people who record classical or rock music in which case their new- 
#206, 207, 208, and 209 are especially recommended. . 


SHAMROCK 


This famous brand of tape (at least famous to traders of old 
radio programs) is not first line tape and don’t let anyone tell you 
that it is. Aiiyone that tells you.this does not know what they are 
talking about. a ee 
I have had many conversations with the IRISH people, who are the 

distributors of SHAMROCK tabe and if anyone should know about this. 
famous brand, they should, SHAMROCK tape. is tape that has been res 
jected by the AMPEX company as not coming up to their specifications 
(IRISH is owned by AMPEX). It is not (according to IRISH) real 
“terrible” tape, but it is not recommended unless one uses a large 
amount of tape and cannot afford anything better (NOTE: CAPITOL tape 
if purchased through me is only a few pennies more per reel). 

SHAMROCK tape cam be rejected audio tape, rejected video, in- 
stromentation or computer tane, In the case of audio tape, it might 
be acetate (but is always labelled ns such), low-noise, hi-output, 
low print, or lubricated tape (made for tape cartridges) or just 
‘ordinary tape”. It is sometimes = little too short, a little too. 
long: even SHAMROCK has minimum standards and any tape that does not 
“pass even their standards is sold off the other companies, usually 
to Radio Shack (which then sells it as CONCERT), — : 

i : Its price is quite low and can usually only be found in either 
“mail order houses or at big chain operations. 


SONY 


This Japanese based company only makes a few varieties of reel 
to reel tape, but they are all excellent in quality. In fact, some 
tape experts rete them as being om the the top in the world, ; 

They also make cassette tapes in all sizes, and regular and low- 
noise and also 8-track blank cartridges in several sizes. 

’. . Their prices are reasonable and discounts can be found, its 
distribution is not too wide, however. I feel that it is a little 
too good for our use, but do not hesitate to use it if money is no 
object. It is an excellent brand of tape. 


TDK 


This Japanese based company is fairly new to the tape manufact- 
uring business, but according to most in the tape business, it, too 
ranks among the best. They only make about four (4) varieties of 
réel to reel tape: their “big thing” in-so-for as tape is concerned 
is. their cassette tapea.. 

‘They make all four (4) sizes (and. in fact as this is being writ- 
ten in June, 1972, they have announced that they are about to come 
out with a C-180 size=--sorry no further information on hand), Their 
cassettes come in four (4) different qualities and their “Super Dyn- 
amic? is considered by most experts in the tape field as positively 
being the best, 

- Pricing is reasonable and discounts can be found, although they 
are not large. Distribution of the reel to reel tape is poor, but of 
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their cassette: tape is excellent, ranking among. the best. If you do 
a lot of recording of classical or rookimusic:on cassette tape, this 
is the brand for you to use. 
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In the preceding pages,..5 have tried to be as objective as pos- 
sible. 
As most of you that rea@ this know, I sell tape, but I have not 
let that influence anything that. I have had.to say in these pages. 
For tape traders I.honestly feel that CAPITOL is the best tape for 
you to use, I make no more on it than I do on SHAMROCK which sells 
for a few pemniés less, but I would rather see you use the CAPITOL. 

For the few of you: that trade shows on cassette tape, if you 
cannot afford the TDK Super Dynamic tape, which sells for $1.99 per 
C-60 (I can get it for you a little cheaper), then I recommend the 
CAPITOL or IRISH 199-060, the CAPITOL is a little cheaper, but the 
IRISH does come in a soft plastic box as against a cardboard box for 
CAPITOL. f ;
